The University of Nebraska Board of Re- 
gents approved anced statement forthe project 
at their monthly mecting Saturday in Lincoln, 

UNO ChancellorDel Weber toldtheregents 
before their vole that “ihere’s overwhelming 
support from the students for the project.” 

Guy Conway, directorofibeStudentCenter, 
said a special committes will soon begin con- 
tacling architectural firms for their interest in 
the project. The commilice hopes to select the 
best-qualified firm by the cnd of the summer, 
Conway said. 

The fin would work with a 12-member 
committce, composed of UNO faculty, staff 
and students, todetcrmine where theexpansion 
would benceded most, Conway said, He hopes 
that part of the project would be finished by 
January. 

The seven-page expansion need statement 
presented to the regents included the historical 
background ofthe Student Center as well asthe 
reasons for the expansion, 


dent Center, which is now the west wing of the 
building, opened in 1960 when less than 8,000 
students were enrolled, The remainder of the 
current facility was finished in 1972, by which 
time total on-campus enrollment had increased 
to 13,117. 

The facility must now serve an on-campus 
student population ofabout 15,500, inaddition 
to faculty and staff, 

‘Thestatementsaid this growth andincreased 
demand can not be properly accommodaicd by 
the existing building. 

‘The statement listed cach department of the 
Student Center with thelr respective expansion 
needs, , 


Por the food services department, the states 
ment noted that during peak times, no seats in 
the dining arcas were available, and long lines 
of students waited to be served. This constant 
overcrowding encourages students to go off 
campus whereticy canbescrved morequickly. 

Thckltchen ares of the Student Center does 
not have adequate preparation space, which 
causes numerous problems, according to the 
statement 

The bookstore’s lack of space causes ine{ft- 


inadequate cashier space. Also, the bookstoreis 
not fully accessible to the disabled. 

The Student Center meeting rooms are of- 
ten booked, and the Student Center has to tum 
away campus clicntele, Offices are scattered 
throughout the building, making it difficult to 
function efficiently, the statement read. 

Health Services has aspace shortage which 
Often forces patients to wait outside the area. 
Several Health Service employees must work 
in other buildings, according to the statement. 


Because of the overall shortage of space, 
hallways and corridors have been converted to 
lounges and study space. ‘This space is impor- 
tanton any campus, butonacommutcrcampus 
lacking other locations where students can go, 
it is critical, the statement noted. 

“This is a rough estimate, but we hope to 
have the entire project completed by Late 1994 
oreatly 1995," Conway said.

The University of Nebraska Board of Regents approved 
Saturday the appointment of Michael Carrell as UNO's 
College of Business Administration dean. 

He will take over the position Aug. 1, replacing Larsy 
Teusscll. Trussell resigned last year to return ¢o teaching and 
other duties in the business college. 

Carrell has been dean of the Schoo! of Business and Public 
Administration at Catifornia State University at Bakersfictd 
since 1988, according to a press release from UNO's Univer- 
sity Relations. He previously taught at Marshall University 
and the University of Louisville, where Carrell was also 
chairman of the department of management, 

Carrell seccived his bachelor’s and master’s degrees from 
the University of Louisville and earned his doctorate from the 
University of Kentucky, according to the press release. 

Carrell said he is impressed with UNO and the city of 
Omaha, 

“Interms ofongoing programs in the Collegeof Business, 
Iwas particularly impressed by theExccutive MBA (master’s 
of business administration) program, the Nebraska Business 
Development Center, therescarch level of the faculty andthe 
quality of teaching,” be said in a press release, 

“In the community, my wife and I searched before we 
came to Omaha, and we found that itis a good place to raise 
afamily. We're very excited aboutmoving and working with 
the business community and the university, and I consider 
this to be a great opportunity.” 

’ Carrell will head an administration with about 70 faculty 

‘members and more than 3,700 majors. The Center of Tele- 

communications Management and the Nebraska Business 
Development Center will also report to Carrell. 

The selection process involved the review of 102 appli- 
cants from across the United States, Oo Bauer, UNO vice 
chancellor of academic affairs, said he was impressed with 
how the search for a new business dean was conducted. 

“The search was very well conducted. The community, 
faculty, students and administration took part,” Bauer said. 
“Te was very professional and everyone was evaluated thore 
oughily.” 

UNO Chancellor Del Weber said he is pleased with the 
approval of Carrell’s appointment. 

“De, Carrell brings to tie UNO campus a superb back- 
ground as a sitting dean at a major university in the state of 
California,” Weber sald in therelease. “We wouldexpecthim 
to he able to hit the ground running and provide outstanding 
leadership for our College of Business.”

He implied that 
because the disease is so prevalent, and because it can be fatal, 
it follows as night follows day that Di should reveal the truth 
about her alleged struggles with bulimia. 

“Som famous person —onc unafraid tosay shohasexperi- 


enced it — is needed to identify with other victims, and offer 
them hope forrecovery while raising funds forrescarch,” Safire 
wrote, 


Admirable sentiments, based on good logic and an apparent 
empathy for others’ pain, 

Of course, there is a catch, (There always is.) 

Should Princess Diana come forward and proclaim hersclfa 
victim of an eating disorder, and should thousands of young 
women realize the insanity of sticking thelr fingers down their

“They can take care of the traumas and control airways and 
do those things that maybesome of the smaller hospitals arenot 
completely comfortable doing because they don’t do it a lot,”

Inhisexperience, Walkersaid, theSkyMed service hassaved 
many lives and reduced the severity of many injuries. 

“Tt can make a critical difference if the tcam can get there 
faster and with more advanced procedures carly on,” he said, 

‘Walker said working for SkyMed involves a multitude of 
skills on the part of its staff. 

“Oneafthebiggestthingsisdedicationtowhatthey’redoing. 
They rcally have to be interested in emergency care and they 
have to make decisions under a lot of pressure and to make 
decisions on their own,” he said. “Things can be happening 
quickly and they may not have time to call anyone else.” 

Kim Miller, a nconatal intensive care unit nurse, is one of 
SkyMed's 16-member nursing team. Working 12-hour shifts, 
SkyMed nurses average two flights per day. Miller said the 
nurses must have two years of eritical care nursing experience 
before applying to SkyMed, but most have far more than that, 

Beyond their work expericnce, Miller said, the SkyMcd 
nurses are required tohave completedan orientation process and 
atigorous series of training courses, including advanced cardiac 
life support, advanced nconatal life support, advanced pediatric 
life support, and advanced trauma life support. They are also 
trained as paramedics and have an emergency medical techni- 
cian background as well. 

“Tt can be pretty rewarding to know that you made a differ. 
ence,” Miller said, “Those are the best flights,”

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WASHINGTON (CPS) — Congress is poised to approve 
legislation that would pave the way for greater disclosure of 
crime information to campus newspapers nationwide and cnda 
long-running dispute between the Departmentof Education and 
student journalists, 

‘The bill under consideration would remove campus crime 
records as part of tie Buckley Amendment, a 1974 law that 
prohibits release of studenteducational records without penmis- 
sion of the student. 

The legislation states that crime information does not consti- 
tute part of the term “educational records” under Buckley, said

Last November, U.S. District Judge Stanley Harris ruled in © 
favor of the SPLC, ordering the department to stop withholding 
federal funds from colleges that disclose crime information.

“We played to 13,000 people and were astonished,” she 
said, “We didn’t know if anyone would come but when we 
arzived, there were hundreds of people sitting on their blan- 
kets, 

“We were delighted. The first Grecnshow, the singers 
came down over the bill and almost backed up, there were so 
many people.” 

Several factors went into the choices of “Richard NI” and 
“The Comedy of Esrors” for this year’s festival, Phaneuf said, 

“We thought it would be a goad time to do a history play. 
We've done tragedies and comedies but we haven't yet 
touched ahistory, and thecharacter of Richard Ilisone of the 
most fascinating,” she said. 

“He's such a villain, He’s so evil and does such horrible 
things with such style that you can’t help but love tohate him 
and really be taken in by him.” 

“The Comedy of Errors” serves as a contrast to the dark 
and serious “Richard Hi,” according to Phaneuf. 

“We Icoked for a contrast,” Phaneuf said. “If we were 
going todo one play that was really dark and diabolical, we 
wanted to do one that was as much the opposite of that as we 
could possibly find. 

“Comedy of Errors is very probably Shakespeare's only 
true farce, and it’s just delightful and light and colorful and 
fast-paced so wereally picked thatone forcontmst,” she said. 

Phaneuf said she and Klem chose this year’s company of 
actors from auditions held in New York City, Chicago, 
Kansas City and Omaha. 

“About halfare from Nebraska and half from outside. We 
had the finest auditions we've ever had,” she said.

Mill 
is a producer at the core of the movie-making industry; he 
listens to thousands of scripts and seript ideas and selects the 
handful the studio will produce in a year. 

Assuch, he wiclds enormous power, butas the film opens, 
he is being threatened by an anonymous writer, who is 
sending him menacing postcards, It seems this unidentified 
writer had approached Mili about a story idea, which Mill 
rejected. 

At the same time, Mill’s highly elevated status in the 
studio has been severely jeopardized by the arsival of execu- 
tive Larry Levy (Peter Gallagher) whose presence may elimi- 
nate Mill's position at the studio. 

Perceiving that his fortunes have embarked on a roller-
